Instead, the late orders were 
due to class sections that were 
added late or instructors not being 
informed of what they were 
teaching until the last minute. 

Goria also explained that 
someumes publishers underesti- 
mate demand. 

This domino effect is what 
causes the empty book shelves 
every senester. “It's just the way 
the system is,” Gorin said. 

The budget cuts had an impact 
on the book ordering process as 
well. Some jJart-time instructors 
were let go, and the remaining 
instructors were faced with added 
class sections or class sizes they 
had not anticipated.

as late as September. According to 
Gorin, 195 book titles were ordered 
from Aug. 27 through Sept. 6. 
The main reason for the rise in 
book prices is inflation. The cost of 
materials, labor and overhead has 
steadily risen, so printers and pub- 
lishers naturally pass on these costs 
to the consumer, Gorin explained. 
risen approximately 4 percent 
since last year in accordance with 
inflation. She pointed out that 
tooks at the CSUS bookstore are 
not the only expensive textbooks. 
She said that she monitors what 
other university bookstores are 


charging and all are fairly compa- 
rable, because the schools are non- 
profit organizations. 

Some books, engineering 
books, for example, cost much 
more than the average English 
book partly because of the techni- 
cal nature of the book. The price 
differences are also due to the 
volumes printed. More English 
books are generaliy printed than 
engineering books, therefore, the 
cost is less, Gorin explained. 

Despite the problems, CSUS 
students have managed to keep 
their patience. “The customers 
have been very nice,” Gorin said.

Award-winning professor 
to study President Truman

Faculty members have been urging students io write 
letters to their local legislators to voice their complaints about 
budget cuts and other concems. 

If a large number of letters start pouring into the legis- 
lators’ offices, the letters cannot go unnoticed. But the 
important point is widespread participation. 

“It takes a lot of students and a mass effort to make an 
impression,” said Jean Torcum, chair of the government 
department. “A few leters here and there won't make much 
of an impression,” she said. 

The type of letters that will produce reactions from the 
legislators should include the issues thai affect the students 
and examples of the type of probiems students are having, 
according to Hung Lee, an aide to Assemblyman Phil 
Isenberg. But the letters should be kept short and to the point. 

A spokeswoman for Assemblyman Tim Leslie said that 
letters, as well as phorie calls, to the legislators would 
certainly get their attention. 

Students can also write to each of the candidates for 
governor. Rick Miller, student body president, suggested 
that since either Diane Feinstein or Pete Wilson wiil be the 
next governor and would be making statewide decisions 
about funding for education, they would be impo:tant people 
to target with letters of concern. 

Students should write to the gubernatorial candidates and 
ask them what they will do about the education funding 
problem and ask them to address this issue in their campaign, 
Miller said. 

Miller also said that anoiher way to attract interest 1s {0 
organize as many students as possible and hold a campus 
demonstration to attract media attenuion.

Student body officials are also circulating a questionnaire 
on campus to determine how each student was affected by 
the budget cuts in order to prepare for any problems in 
upcoming semesters. 

Miller expressed concem about the budget cuts at CSUS. 

“We're not going to take this sitting down,” he said. “We 
have the right to an education and it needs to be addressed.”

CSUS history professor Frank Kofsky atin re- 
ceived the Truman Institute Senior Scholar Award, 
which will allow him to continue researching a 
plaguing question: Did President Truman use “Red 
Scare” tactics to bail out a declining U.S. aircraft 
industry after World War IT? 

The Harry S. Truman Institute offers the presugous 
national grant to post-doctoral scholars engaged in a 
study of the public career of Truman and some aspect 
of the history of the Truman administration. 

“This has had a very profound effect on me, not 
only at the professional level, but also at the personal 
level,” said Kofsky. 

The award — a year’s worth of salary — allows 
Kofsky to continue his investigation without teach- 
ing responsibilities and to search the private papers 
of government officials who were directly involved 
with the Truman administration. Until now, he was 
limited to trade journals and public documents. 

He hypothesizes thai Truman administration 
officials used threat of Soviet military to generate 
additional congressional funds for the U.S. aircraft 
industry. 

Kofsky said he believes that the Truman admini- 
stration seta precedent thai following administrations 
still use to influence public and congressional opin- 
ion. 

“It's too good a technique to give up. As long as 
the public and congress are afraid of the Soviet Union,

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Back-to-school 
theft on the rise

~ During the summer months when the campus population 
drops considerably, crime declines as well. But as soon as 
students, faculty and staff return to the campus, so, inevi- 
tably, does crime. 

Most campus crime is committed by persons not asso- 
ciated with the university and during semester breaks thieves 
go elsewhere in search of easier quarry, 2ccording to Carl 
Perry, CSUS crime prevention officer. 

This semester bicycle thefts have already begun. In 1989, 
CSUS bicycle thefts were down to 50 from ashighas 
150 in past years, but this year, with more students riding 
bicycles to school, the number may rise again. 

Tricia Mendoza, an engineering major, had her bicycle 
stolen from the attended bicycle compound across from the 
Engineering Building. It was a tri-colored mouniain bike she 
received for her birthday. 

“It’s the worst feeling when you get out to where you 
parked your bike and all you find is your cut lock on the 
ground,” Mendoza said. 

Even though Mendoza’s bicycle was in an attended 
bicycle compound, it was stolen. Perry said when student 
attendants are absent arid replacements can’t be found, there 
are times when the compound is left unattended. 

“We don’t like to work the attendants more than four 
hours and students have to go to class. It’s hard to fill shifts 
when students are absent,” Perry said. 

Although bicycle thefts are regular occurrences on 
college campuses, automobile crimes are the most common. 
Crimes include theft of items on the vehicle, such as hub- 
caps and mirrors; theft from a vehicle, such as books and 
personal items; and theft of the entire auto. 

“Auto theft is up all over Sacramento, not just on cam- 
pus,” Perry said. 

Along with having to worry about car burglary or theft, 
students still have those parking blues. Parking is an ongo- 
ing problem on campus and will remain so until the parking 
garage on campus opens in 1991. Over the years, students 
who pull into parking spaces that other students waited for 
have found intentional scratches on their vehicles left by the

disgruntled students. However, this vandalism can be 
avoided and parking can be less stressful if students would 
park in Parking Lot 10 or overflow parking and ride the 
shuttle, Perry said. 

“The shuttle is a good service, but students still insist on 
parking up close,” Perry said. 

The shuttle service has routes which include the campus 
loop, 65th Street light rail route, La Riviera Drive and Howe 
Avenue to Hurley Way. A sign by the door of each shutile 
bus indicates its route. 

The campus loop shuttle stops are: the Administration 
Building (front bus stop), the Hornet Bookstore, the Engi- 
neering Building, the Child Care Center, Overflow Parking, 
the Information Booth on Jordan Way, Parking Lot 10, the 
Music Building and the P.E. Building. The shuttle stops at 
each location approximately every 15 minutes, depending 
on traffic. Route two meets every light rail train and routes 
three and four pick up students at various housing locations 
off campus. Students can pick up the shuttle schedule at the 
Public Safety Building and on any shuttle bus.

New bill requires colleges to report crime stats

WASHINGTON — Spurred 
by the grisly murders of five Fior- 
ida students, the Senate passed a 
bill Thursday that would require 
colleges receiving federal aid to 
publicly report campus crime sta- 
tistics. 

The Student Right-to-Know 
and Campus Security Act would 
require colleges to provide current 
or potential students and employ - 
ees an annual report on campus 
statistics. Failure to comply would 


jeopardize their federal aid. 
Modeled after laws now in 
place in 10 states, the federal bili is 
part of a continuing crusade by 
Constance and Howard Clery, 
whose daughter Jeanne was raped 
and strangled to death in April 
1986 at Lehigh University in 
Bethiehem, Pa. 
trators, sensitive to the public 
images of their schools, is mixed. 
“We think it’s a good thing. The 
informauon is helpful,” said John 
W. Smeaton, assistant vice presi- 
dent for sudent affairs a Lehigh,

“Crime statistics are analogous 
to SAT scores. They’ re helpful but 
don’t tell the full picture,” Smea- 
ton said. 

‘The House draft would require 
the Deparument of Education to 
compile nationwide statistics on 
graduation rates and campus 
crime, but the Senate version di- 
iutes the role of federal agencies. 

Chief sponsor Sen. Ted Ken-

¢(CPS)— Only 212 private “liberal 
arts colleges” remain in the United 
States, and they may soon be replaced by 
“professional colleges” that “cater to 
current student concerns with the job 
market,” warned David Breneman, 
former president of Kalamazoo College 
‘in Michigan, in an article about to be 
published in The College Board Review 
magazine 


. Breneman said such schools, which 
offer only bachelor of arts degrees and 
(generally don’t enroll more than 2,500 
students, have been losing students to 
colleges that also offer advanced profes- 
sional degrees. 

“Only the liberal arts college,” he 


-pctively as it did last year’s grads, anew 
report contends. 
"The Class of 1990 also tended to get 
higher starting salaries than the Class of 
1989, 
In a July poll by the College Place- 
meat Council, a Bethichem, Pa. based 


group, campus placement officers across 


nursing and business majors were still 
being heavily recruited and receiving sub- 
stantially higher starting salaries than last 


year. 

A December 1989, Michigan State 
University survey found major corpora- 
tions planned to hire 13.3 percent fewer 
grads in 1990. 

¢ Students with two-year degrees may 
eam more initially than their counterparts 
with four-year degrees, a University of 
Florida study released in mid-August 
maintained. 

Job-placement counselors at commu- 
nity colleges weren't surprised by the 


Bemard Fils- Aime, placement director 
at Miami-Dade Community College, at- 
tributes the higher salaries to a profusion 
of technical fields for which high school 
graduates are underqualified and four-year 
college graduates are overqualified. 

“That may translate into higher salaries 
(for two-year degree hoiders),” Fils-aime 
says. 

College counselors agree that a two- 
year degree only goes so far, however. 

“After five years (the salary discrep- 
ancy) reverses,” Fils-Aime said. “People 
who are ambitious will look to finish their 
degrees.”

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Program helps 
students to 
‘Party Smart’

Students find their fun everywhere— 
restaurants and nighiclubs, beaches and 
parks, concerts, sports acliviuies and many 
other places. One popular pass time is the 
ball game, and for many people nothing goes 
better at the ball park than hot dogs and beer. 
It’s an all-American combination. 

The Beer Drinkers of America group 
knows this and has something to say about 
it: “Party Smart.” 

The “Party Smart Eduction Project” was 
designed by the Beer Drinkers of America, 
a non-profit consumer membership organi- 
zation, designed to encourage moderation 
and responsibility among adults who make 
the personal decision to drink. The project 
promotes individual responsibility and mod- 
erauon. 

According to Dr. Nancy Olenick, the 
national education director, one of the sole 
purposes on college campuses, and at all 
collegiate activities, is to provide alcohol 
awareness education to students. 

This year in Daytona Beach the education 
project worked hand in hand with commu- 
nity leaders, college advisors, the media, law 
enforcement officials and others to bring the 
“Party Smart” message to students on spring 
break. 

When making the decision to drink, or 
when your party leaves home, the education 
project stresses taking responsibility for 
your actions. The “Party Smart” guidelines 
fit most situations and offer some tips on how 
to be a responsible drinker. Here are a few: 

If you're at the big game, or even a little 
game, know your limit and stay within it. If 
your limit is two beers , remember that those 
jumbo stadium beer cups may equal two or 
more 12-ounce beers. Enjoy some snacks to 
help slow the effects of alcohol on your body 
and switch from beer to soda at least an hour 
before leaving the event. 

While enjoying the great outdoors, in- 
clude soft drinks in the ice-chest, in order to 
give people an option, and to include plenty 
of food which slows down the absorption of 
alcohol into your system—the heavier in 
protein and carbohydrates the better. 

If you are spending an evening outon the 
town, which should be fun and worry free, 
“Party Smart” advocates planning an eve- 
ning that includes a variety of activities. By 
doing this you are better able to pace your- 
self and spread out the consumption of 
alcohol (on the average a body processes a 
half-ounce of alcohol per hour). 

Finally, one of the most important safe- 
guards it promotes is the designation of a 
driver ahead of time. After the game, the 
hike, or the evening out, have a non-drink~ 
ing driver get behind the wheel. 

“We believe that by educating all coilege 
students,” said Olenick, “we can help save 
livesand make the college experience amore 
positive one.”
